Mr. Gear hotly returned that the 
senator (Allen) had no right to impugn 
the motives of the committee. 
Mr. Allen said he had seen Hunting­ 
ton and his lobbyist occupying all th e 
B ea ts in the committee-room and “lord­ 
ing it” over the committee. 
Mr. Gear said he would not suggest 
whether the Nebraska senator repre­ 
sented 
or misrepresented 
the great 
State of Nebraska. He had known him 
for thirty years and knew the sort of 
political affiliations he was used to. 
This brought Allen forward In expla­ 
nation of his party affiliations. He had 
voted for Lincoln and Grant. 
When 
Mr. Allen spoke of his voting in 1892 
for Gen. Weaver for president a sensa­ 
tional episode was precipitated. 
Mr. 
Gear interrupted to state that Gen. 
Weaver stood for the confiscation of 
railroad property, the telegraph and 
telephone and the issuance of paper to 
pay for it. Mr. Allen responded -with 
a glowing 
eulogy 
of Qen. 
Weaver, 
th ereu p o n Mr. Gear broke out in a 
loud laugh and retreated to the cloak­ 
rooms. 
Mr. Allen protested 
against this 
rude “guffaw,” declaring that while 
brought 
up among 
coyotes he was 
taught better manners than that. “And 
the senator cannot stand here and ut­ 
ter 
falsehoods 
and go unwhipped,” 
proclaimed Mr. Allen. 
Mr. Hoar 
immediatel 
interrupted, 
calling Mr. Allen to order and demand­ 
ing that his words be taken down. Mr. 
Allen was compelled to take his seat, 
pending a determination of the protest. 
Few senators being present, Mr. Hoar 
asked 
a call 
for a quorum, 
which 
brought fifty-five senators to the cham­ 
ber. The president pro tem, Mr. Frye, 
directed that the objectable words be 
read. 
Mr. Faulkner (dem., W. Va.), 
moved that Mr. Allen be allowed to 
proceed in order. On a viva-voce vote 
there appeared to be a tie, but on sec­ 
ond vote the affirmative vote, mainly 
from the democratic side, prevailed. 
Mr. Allen sarcastically expressed his 
thanks to 
Mr. Hoar 
for keeping a 
watchful eye on him to see that he did 
no wrong. 
He again spoke highly of 
Gen. 
Weaver and 
again 
protested 
against the laughter of senators. 
The whole day was spent in scenes 
of this sort, and really little progress 
made in the consideration of the Petter 
resolution, except to show that Senator 
Hill is determined to make a long fight 
on it, and has probably several days 
of speech left upon it himself. All this, 
however, strengthens the belief that 
a majority of the senate will vote for 
an investigation if the question can 
ever be brought to a vote. 


IN T H E HOUSE. 


Speaker Read Wins Praise from a Dem­ 
ocrat. 
W ashington, April 18.—The net re­ 
su lt of five hours’ work on the private 
calendar in the house Friday was the 
passage of four pension bills, one to 
pension the widow of 
Rear-Admiral 
Foote at $50 per month, the rejection of 
a bill to retire a hospital steward as 
second lieutenant of cavalry and tho 
passage of a war claim of less than 
$600. The latter was the first war claim 
brought before the house for considera­ 
tion and naturally provoked a general 
debate on the policy of paying war 
claims. 
Politics was injected into the 
debate before it was finished and there 
was a lively set-to between Mr. Dockery 
(dem., Mo.) and Mr. Grosvenor (rep., 
Ohio). 
Mr. Dockery (dem., Mo.) eulogized 
Speaker Crisp and Mr. 
Sayers, 
the 
chairman of the appropriations com­ 
mittee in the last congress, and paid a 
high tribute 
to Speaker Reed. 
Mr. 
Grosvenor (rep., Ohio) ridiculed Mr. 
Dockery for “attempting to vindicate 
the history and career of the demo­ 
cratic 
party.” 
“You,” he continued, 
“are attem pting to place in contrast an 
adm inistration that paid $250,000,000 
of the public debt with one that bor­ 
rowed $260,000,000, and now trembles 
each day lest the telegraph bring the 
news that the gold so borrowed Is drift­ 
ing across the water.” 


Reports In Favor o f Rlnaker. 
Washington, April 18.—The house 
committee on elections, having charge 
of the Downing-Rinaker contested-elec- 


comptroller of the currency, speak on 
the money question. Mr. Eckles spoke 
In part as follows: 
“In the midst of great plenty, and 
with almost undiminished resources, 
the American people feel 
poor. 
In 
every financial institution there is an 
abundance of money, or the representa­ 
tive of money, seeking investment, and 
yet few investments are made or de­ 
sired. 
Upon the one hand, credit is 
little sought, and upon the other, re­ 
luctantly 
given. 
In 
the face of a 
glutted money m arket in every great 
money center of Europe, American se­ 
curities return to, and our gold goes 
from us, and that, too, when it is not 
needed to settle commercial balances 
and when the rates of interest w arant 
its retention here. 
No foreign capital 
now comes to this country to build up 
waste places, but, instead, it is being 
continually withdrawn. 
“It is not the quantity of our currency 
which is the prime essential, but the 
quality and efficiency of it which are 
the most deserving of attention, and 
which most affect the prosperity of our 
people. 
If every dollar which we cir­ 
culate commands complete confidence 
a t home and abroad there need be little 
fear of an insufficient quantity. 
If it 
does not, enlarging the volume but in­ 
sures a wider sweep of ruin. 
“The proponents of the free coinage 
of silver are now engaged in the work 
of proving that credit is not the prime 
esential with those who are burdened 
with debt, but that the want of a large 
quantity of silver maney in the circulat­ 
ing volume of the world is the cause of 
their distresses. 
The relief which they 
promise is one that can only come to 
those who are present debtors by giv­ 
ing them the right to pay obligations 
resting upon the existing standard of 
value in a cneaper and thoroughly de­ 
preciated money metal. 
If such is to 
be the case it amounts to repudiation 
pure and simple, and no argument can 
be adduced which will place it in any 
other light. 
If the contention of the 
silver advocate is correct, that the free 
coinage of silver will increase the price 
of that metal and make it of the same 
relative value to gold as it was prior to 
1873, it, then, also must follow that it 
can be of no benefit to the debtor, be­ 
cause his obligations would be still pay­ 
able in a money metal of no less value 
than that which now forms the basis of 
his indebtedness. 
Upon 
the 
other 
hand, if relief comes to the debtor it 
can be of no benefit to the producer of 
silver, for the benefit which must accrue 
to him must rise wholly from the in­ 
crease in the marketable value of the 
product of his mine. 
“It is to be remembered that the 
ratio of 16 to I in 1896 is a very dif­ 
ferent thing from the ratio of 16 to I 
in 1872. The very fact that those who 
control this movement object to adopt­ 
ing as a part of their silver creed any­ 
thing more from the coinage laws prior 
to 1873 than the mere figures of ratio 
is sufficient to prove that they are in­ 
sincere in their demand for the enact­ 
ment of a law similar to the earlier 
coinage acts. 
If not, they would ac­ 
cept the spirit and the reason of the 
law as readily as the bare ratio which 
they desire to take from it. The cause 
of their not so doing is found in the 
change of the relative value of the 
bullion value of a silver dollar then 
^nd now. In 1873 the average value of 
the bullion in the silver dollar was 
$1,004. 
The first quarter of 1896 it 
was $0.5256. 
A careful calculation 
shows that pure silver was worth in 
1876 only 89 per cent of its value in 
1872; and in the first quarter of 1896 
only 52 per cent. During the first five 
years it lost l l per cent of its value; 
during the first ten 16 per cent; during 
the first fifteen 26 per cent, and during 
the first twenty-four years since 1872 
48 per cent. 
“It is impossible to legislate for our 
own people in this matter. The United 
States cannot be isolated from the rest 
of the world, nor would it be desirable 
if it could. The inauguration of such a 
policy could not but result in com­ 
mercial suicide. The interests of this 
people are so entwined with the in­ 
terests of others that from the force 
of self-preservation we must conform 
our laws to the laws which govern 
the world’s trade.”

Departure of the Winter Marked By 
An Increase in Retail Orders Lively 
Demand For Structural Steel—Few­ 
er Serious Failures Reported—The 
Week’s Record. 


New York, April 18.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
The sudden change from sleighing to 
'midsummer heat, with fair skies in 
most cities, has tested the prevalent 
idea that good weather only was needed 
to bring general improvement of busi­ 
ness. 
Everywhere there has been 
more retail 
buying, 
and in 
some 
branches better demand at wholesale 
and at the works has resulted, but not 
as yet in most lines. There is no abate­ 
ment of the almost universal disposi­ 
tion to deal with unusual c o n se rv a to r 
and not to anticipate future wants, and 
this has been especially conspicuous 
where combinations have been formed 
or prices advanced. 
The comparative 
infrequency of serious failures, with 
money less disturbed since gold exports 
began than might have been expected, 
helps to give encouragement, but does 
not kindle speculative fires; that such 
Improvement as appears is mainly of a 
healthy sort. 
To many interested in 
iron ore and coke, steel billets, Besse­ 
mer pig and various forms of steel, it 
may be disappointing that the forming 
of combinations and fixing of prices 
have not started again the rush to buy 
ahead of needs, which made last year so 
memorable. 
But it is not easy to forget the lesson 
which the past year taught. 
Instead 
of increasing, purchases have, on the 
whole, rather slackened, though a little 
better in tank plates at the east and in 
sheets at Chicago. 
At the west al­ 
most every town seems to want steel 
for some building, and good orders have 
been placed for bars by implement and 
car makers. Heavy productions of cop­ 
per defeats heavy exports, and 
10% 
cents is quoted for lake. 
Spelter has 
broken to $4:10. 
Shipments of boots and shoes from 
Boston in April thus far have been 8 
per cent less than last year, though 
larger than in previous years. 
Tex­ 
tile works are less fortunate. The silk 
association states that 40 per cent of the 
machinery and hands in the country are 
idle, partly because of increasing Ja­ 
panese 
competition. 
Several 
more 
woolen mills have shut down, and some 
have reduced wages IO per cent, w’hile 
many are working only half time; 
but recent advances made by appraisers 
not only disclose heavy undervaluations 
in the past, but tend to check future 
Imports. The demand for goods does 
not improve, and sales of wool for two 
creeks of April at the three chief m ar­ 
kets have been only 5,464,600 pounds 
against 11,559,200 last year, and 10,- 
182,500 in 1892. Somewhat more demand 
for staple cottons has been aroused by 
bargain prices, but the closing of many 
mills for a time is urged as necessary, 
and one of the largest and oldest mills, 
the Lawrence, abandons production of 
heavy goods, and turns to hosiery. 
W heat rose about 5 cents last week, 
met some reaction, but is a shade high­ 
er than a week ago. Later accounts are 
more promising as to winter wheat, 
and western receipts in two weeks of 
April are 3,838,502 bushels, against 2,- 
234,302 last year; while Atlantic ex­ 
ports for the same weeks have been 
only 2,301,917 bushels, flour included, 
against 3,718,888 last year. The small 
exports so late in the season and west­ 
ern receipts proving that the yield last 
year much exceeded any estimates, have 
left little confidence in predictions of 
scarcity. 
After remaining unchanged for many 
days, rumors either way having no ef­ 
fect, cotton rose a sixteenth on Thurs­ 
day. Heavy commercial and mill stocks 
hinder most buyers, and possibilities 
of injury to the coming crop retard 
sellers at current prices.

The number of Matabeles re­ 
ported gathering at points near by is 
sufficient to appall the hearts of even 
experienced fighters. There is a dread 
in the minds of many that the place is 
in danger of being overwhelmed by a 
rush of hordes of Matabeles and the 
inhabitants put to a wholesale mas­ 
sacre. 
The fear of treachery is added to the 
apprehension of overwhelming num­ 
bers. Many indications point to a con­ 
nivance with the war parties of sup­ 
posed friendly natives. There are many i 
of the latter in the town itself and no 
white man feels sure how far he can 
trust his dusky associate or servants. 
The roads by which communication 
is had with the south, both the one 
to Tull and the one to Mafeking, are 
felt to be in peril. There are undoubt­ 
edly large numbers of hostile natives 
between Buluwayo and the settlements 
to the south, some of them in open 
revolt. 
The situation is felt to be most ser­ 
ious and threatening.

Boer* Will Attempt to Drive the Brit­ 
ish Out of South Africa. 
Cape Town, Tpril 18.—The difficulty 
in obtaining news of the Matabele up­ 
rising increases day by day owing to 
the restrictions of the authorities, but 
it is positively known that the situation 
about Buluwayo has grown darker and 
that the rebellion is so widespread that 
a large force of troups will be necessary 
to restore order. tJrgent requests for 
troops have been paade by people not 
directly 
interested 
in 
the 
British 
Chartered South Africa company, and 
the home government is blamed for 
postponing the dispatch of strong re­ 
enforcements to South 
Africa. 
The 
inaction of the war office is undoubt­ 
edly due to the desire of Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the secretary of state for 
the colonies, to avoid anything which 
might be construed into an attem pt to 
coerce the South African republic; but, 
it is pointed out, while Mr. Chamber- 
lain is holding hands the Boers are 
openly being drilled under their im­ 
ported German instructors and are ac­ 
cumulating arms and ammunition, con­ 
structing fortifications and bringing 
heavy guns from Germany. 
The policy of President Krueger is 
one of delay, to avoid doing or saying 
anything definite until the Transvaal 
IS in a position to defy Great Britain, 
and then the independence of the South 
African republic will be declared, the 
Orange Free State may be actually in­ 
corporated into the republic, the na­ 
tives will everywhere be incited to rise 
against British rule and an attem pt will 
be made to drive the British out of 
South Africa. 


Serious Work for Britain. 
London, April 18.—The Times has 
an editorial couched in serious terms 
on the situation in South Africa. 
It 
says: “It is quite time that the nation 
and the government should realize that 
wre have serious work both in South 
Africa and the Soudan. 
The govern­ 
ment ought to take steps to ascertain 
the extent and character of the Boer 
armaments, which even the Transvaal 
agent does not deny, but which, he ex­ 
plains, is out of respect for the old and 
long-neglected law. 
That being 
the 
case, President Krueger cannot com­ 
plain if we follow suit.

They carried the 
remains of the child from the ruins of 
the house and notified the authorities.

B E S T O R E R E C IP R O C IT Y . 
Democrats made a great mistake 
when they abrogated the profitable 
policy of reciprocity. 
Republicans 
will restore it and win the general 
favor of the business interests. 
The 
only argument democrats offer against 
it is that the republicans are inconsis­ 
tent in advocating it because it im­ 
plies free trade. “ If we obtain a mar­ 
ket for our surplus products in foreign 
countries under reciprocity treaties/’ 
Bays one of them, “we can not in fair­ 
ness refuse to supply a market for the 
surplus products of foreigners; and so 
a republican declaration in favor of 
reciprocity is humbug, or it is practi­ 
cally in advocacy of free trade.” But 
this view of the matter is easy to re­ 
fute. The meaning of free trade is 
the unrestricted interchange of indus­ 
tries, as well as dissimilar products, 
and reciprocity does not contemplate 
anything of that kind. 
It is mani­ 
festly to the advantage of the people 
of the United States to 
buy freely 
from other countries such things as 
cannot be produced at 
home and 
to pay for such things in the domes­ 
tic commodities of which they have a 
surplus. 
This is good republican *doc 
trine and it is basis of the theory of 
reciprocity. 
There was no sacrifice of the prin­ 
ciple of protection in the negotiation 
of the reciprocity treaties under the 
act of I SSO. 
They added nothing to 
the free list that was not already 
there, but they enlarged our foreign 
trade under 
conditions 
pecu­ 
liarly favorable to our protected inter­ 
ests and to our producers of all 
classes. 
Tea, coffee and hides had 
been on the free list since 1873, and 
the duty was removed from sugar and 
molasses by the act of 1890, 
The 
reciprocity clause simply authorized 
the re-imposition of duties upon these 
five commodities when imported from 
countries to which onr goods could 
not enter as freely as those of other 
nations. 
That is to say, we did not 
make any new concessions to foreign 
countries for the purpose of securing 
their trade, and did not surrender 
any 
part of our home markets, 
but merely demanded from them 
a fair return 
for the advantages 
which we had granted to them. 
The 
result was that they wholly removed 
or largely reduced duties imposed by 
them on over 2,000 articles of Amor- 
ican production and manufacture. 
There was no free trade in that pro­ 
ceeding. 
It was not by an extension 
of our free list, but by the threat to 
make it smaller, that we obtained the 
valuable favors represented by the 
reciprocity treaties. 
The republican 
party is pledged to the restoration of a 
policy which thus greatly benefitted 
us, and the free traders are against it 
because it includes the idea of the 
maintenance of the protective system.

Robert Douglass Tries to Kill Marshal 
Appleby at Beloit, By Pushing Him 
Under a Train After Having Threat­ 
ened to 
Kill a 
Railway Flag­ 
man. 
Robert Douglass and Frank Harris, 
two wandering hoboes, are locked in 
the Rock couuty jail, 
their arrest 
being the result of the hardest pitched 
battle that the Beloit police 
ever 
fought. 
A complete burglar’s outfit was 
found on the men, consisting of tem­ 
pered drills, saws and chisels and the 
officers think they are ‘ ‘crooks” of 
the first water. 
The two men reached Beloit yes­ 
terday and when 
Flagman Howard 
spoke to them they produced a re­ 
volver and threatened to kill him. 
Howard retreated and telephoned the 
police from the 
depot. 
Marshal 
Appley and Officer Schlebel went to 
the scene at once, 
but found that 
the men had gone to “ The Willows.” 
Knowing that they were bad men to 
be at large, 
the 
officers 
decided 
to 
get 
them 
into 
Wisconsin 
and lock them up, the crooks being 
on the Illinois side at the time. 
They 
found the men lying on the ground, 
and disarmed them. 
The men pro­ 
tested, but Marshal Appleby stated 
there had been a robbery in town and 
they were wanted. 
The men declared 
they had just eeme in, which Appleby 
knew to be true. 
“ Well,” said the marshal, “ if you 
are not the men it won’t hurt you to 
come in anyhow.” 
A lerce F ig h t F o llo w e d . 
The two men agreed to this proposi­ 
tion 
and 
accompanied the officers 
across the line where they became 
suspicious and inquired where they 
were being taken to, 
So Marshal 
Appleby made the truth plain. 
His answer was a stunning blow on 
the nose from Douglas' fist, and the 
fight began. 
Appleby clutched Doug­ 
las by the throat and threw him to 
the earth. 
Then the fight became a 
“ rough-and-tumble. ’’Douglas “ rolled” 
the officer and got on top. 
Appleby 
made a desperate effort, freed himself 
from his antagonist, and both scram­ 
bled to their feet. Appleby then pulled 
a billy from his pocket and knocked 
Douglas down. 
Douglas was “ game” 
and renewed the attack only to again 
be laid low. 
Then 
he gave up. 
Schielbel’s man was not so vicious, 
and the officers and their prisoners 
started up town, but two rods further 
on, the man made another “ stand” 
and a second battle resulted. 
The 
two men clinched and swayed back 
and forth. 
A passenger train was 
backing up, aud Douglas was making 
strenuous efforts to push Appleby 
under the train. 
Things were begin­ 
ning to look dark for the officer, when 
the trainmen saw the row and sig­ 
nalled the engineer to stop. 
About 
th at time the marshal got his right 
arm free, the hickory cane swung 
through the air, and Douglas went 
down in a heap. 
F o u g h t A ll th e W ay 
Douglas then walked as far as the 
Goodwin house 
where 
he 
again 
showed 
fight 
but 
the 
marshal 
promptly floored him, and Douglas 
gave up again. 
It was a running 
fight all the way to the lockup, but 
the marshal gave Douglas all the 
fight he wanted- 
When the latter 
was thrown into a cell he was a 
sorry sight, while the nervy marshal 
showed the effects of a desperate 
struggle. 
Douglas 
had 
two 
deep 
gashes on his head, as well as bruises 
too numerous to mention. 
While the 
marshal had net been struck with 
anything harder than Douglas’ fists, 
he too, will remember the scrimmage 
for some days. 
The two men were brought to 
Janesville last night and are now in 
jail. 
Douglas is a compactly built man, 
aud very powerful. 
Marshal Appleby 
told his brother, the sheriff, that the 
fight was the hardest one that he ever 
experienced, and all Beloit is singing 
the praises of the marshal who risked 
his own life to protect the people. 
From the fact that Douglas and 
Harris were armed and supplied with 
burglars tools, the oateh is considered 
a good one. 
Both were sentenced to 
thirty days in jail.
